DES OVIOINES, August 14.—The 


D.lddle 
west and south-west 
are 


threatened by the most se/rtous coal 
bhortage in years, primarily b«ca.U3e 
the mines are now working at onlj 
about half speed because of the fail- 
ure of the people to "shop early" In 
laying in next winter"* supply of fuel. 
This is indicated by production fig- 
ures made available to local mine 
operators and labor ^fficials by the 
United States geological survey. 


According to these figures the 620 


mines in Iowa, Arkansas, 
Kansas, j 


Missouri, Oklahoma and Texas are' 
working an average of only 3.4 daysj 
a week and producing 267,845 less' 
tons per wee'k than their nominal 
output. 
Of this decrease, 151,419 


tons is due to the fact that there is 
no market, while only 26,585^ tons 
can be ,blamed on strikes and labor 
shortage. 
Car shortage and mine 


disability are responsible for the re- 
mainder of the decrease. 


Mine operators declare that in 


most places they would have little 
trouble in working 'their mines at 
^approximately .full speed, 'but that 
the public generally refuses to pur- 
chase coal in the summer for winter 
use,, and that as a result they can- 
not afford to operate more than half 
the usual time. Urgent pleas are be- 
ing s"ent out in all these states, ask- 
ing that winter fuel supplies be or- 
dered at once. 


Missouri is suffering 
the 
most 


from strikes and labor shortage, it 
is said, while Iowa is affected the 
least. The weekly loss in production 
from these causes in Missouri is 11,- 
706 tons, while in Iowa the decrease 
is only 58 tons. In Iowa, however, 
a. general strike is threatened.

not less than one-eighth of gross pro- 
iuction.
